dress, justifies the president in mak­ 
ing a. frank and direct statement of 
his decision with regard to the corn­ 
in im ications of the German govern­ 
ment of the 8th and 12th of October, 
I vlO.

man government has now accepted. 
It is contained in the address of the 
president delivered at Mount Vernon 
on the Fourth of July last.
